REPORT BY 
CROP SERVICE 


SACRAMENTO, Nov. 26 — Cali- 
fornia Navel and miscellaneous or- 
ange crop is forecast at 13,000,000 
boxes by the California Crop and 
Livestock Reporting service, 43 
per cent above the previous crop 
but 14 per cent below average. It 
is further reported that: 

The Valencia orange crop has 
made good development during Oc- 
tober. Size growth of fruit has 
been good. Trees in some districts 
are showing a considerable amount 
of new growth and trees have a 
good color, The first production 
forecast for this crop will be made 
as of December 1. 


The lemon crop is forecast at 
16,500,000 boxes, three percent 
more than the previous crop and 
25 per cent above average. The 
warm dry weather has generally 
been favorable for the blooming 
and setting, as well as growth of 
small lemons, but there has been 
some damage to small lemons as 
well as mature fruit during the 
last two months. The rate of pick- 
ing is at a seasonal low, with a 
large part of the fruit coming from 


the Desert areas and other warmer |" 


locations. 

The grapefruit crop in the Des- 
ert valleys, as well as in other 
areas, is making good development. 
Size growth of the light Desert 
crop is reported to be very good. 
Only a small volume of grapefruit 
is expected to be harvested in Cali- 


fornia during the next two 
months. The Desert valley crop is 
forecast at 800,000 boxes, the 


same as last month, 27 percent be- 
low the 1957-58 crop and 12 per- 
cent below average. The first 
forecast of other area grapefruit 
will be made as of December 1.

ment’s Weather Advisory board. It 


shows conclusively that  cloud-| 


seeding works, particulafly in the 
Western states area where an ay- 
erage of 17 percent increases w@re 
observed after a four year study. 
The board was made up of the 
country’s. top meteorologists and 
statisticians, mone of whom ‘were 
directly connected with any wea- 
ther modification programs. 

Second, afe the Success and Ter- 
minus dams. Heretofore, financial 
support for the Tulare county 
project came almost exclusively 
from farmers and ranchers whose 
welfare depends upon the inci- 
dence of overhead moisture. Now, 
with the two dams undepway, it is 
hoped that financial assistance 
will be forthcoming from those 
who will benefit from an addi- 
tional amount of rainfall for rec- 
reational purposes. 


Had there been facilities in 
1955 to trap the excess moisture, 
many millions of gallons of water 
could have been saved. In fact, 
according to the evaluation report, 
enough additional water was re- 
ceived from seeding that season to 
supply ‘the entire domestic needs 
of the city of Visalia for a period 
of one year. ' 

In the event that the program is 
revived, the area to be seeded .will 
include all lands ‘within the coun- 
ty lying east of Highway 99 with 
the north boundary the Fresno 
line and a portion of Kern county 
to the south. Operations will be- 
gin about January 1 and continue 
through April. However, some 
seeding may be done after that 
date in the higher elevations to 
build up a snowpack. 

The center of operations will be 
the Porterville airport. Two spe- 
cially equipped planes will be bas- 
ed there at all times. In addition, 
10 ground generators will be in- 
stalled at strategic locations 
throughout the target area to aid 
in seeding storms of the cold front 
type; these account for about five 
percent of the storms that occur 
during the rainy season.
